Sir Adam was attacked stroke 
paralysis Saturday last and died Tues- 
day evening. was born Edinburgh, 
Scotland, September 22, 1814, and came 
Canada when scarcely sixteen years aze. 
himself under articles January, 
1834, Hon. Robert Baldwin Sullivan, 
that time partner the Hon. Robert Bald- 
win. Trinity term, 1839, was called 
the bar and entered into partnership with the 
Hon. Robert Baldwia. November 28, 1850, 
Queen’s Counsel along with 
Justices Hagarty and Gwynne. During the 
same year was elected bencher the Law 
Society. 1850 was elected alderman 
the city Toronto, and four years thereafter 
became mayor the city, being the first chief 
magistrate elected popular vote. This 
position held for two years. was 
offered the Solicitor-Generalship, which ac- 
c2pted and held with seat the executive till 
judge the Court Queen’s Bench for Upper 
Canada. When Chief Justice Hagarty was 
transferred from the Court Queen’s Bench 
the Court Appeal, Chief Justice Wilson 
was appointed him Chief Justice 
the Queen’s Division. This position 
held until Nov. 14, 1887, when, being worn 
out with his long and arduous labors, re- 
signed and retired into private life. 
the same year was knighted. About 
1844 Sir Wilson was married daugh- 
ter the late Thomas Dalton, which lady 
Sir Adam had family.

Therefore Moreau and Sardou at- 
tempted Cleopatra. They start earlier than 
Shakespeare. They open the play with the 
meeting Cleopatra and 
Tarsus, firstly, because whereas the upper 
habit dawdling the cafes and entering 
the stalls about forty-five minutes late, be- 
hooves the dramatist let the real action 
his play condensed into the latter part it; 
secondly, introduce beautiful piece stage 


setting, the entry Cleopatra’s barge. 
The second act finds Antony 
and this act ends where 
play begins, with the recall Antony Rome, 
The third act the best the piece and has 
two scenes taken direct trom Shakespeare. 
the arrival the messenger with 
the news Antony’s marriage Octavia, 
rage, her interrogation the slave 
Octavia’s appearance, and ends with the 
arrival message from Antony asking for 
her fleet assist him his insurrection against 
his fellow triumvir, Octavius 
his wife Octavia. far good.
